It is believed here 
that the effect of the retirement of the 
distinguished diplomatist will not be 
to increase the opportunity of the 
President and the ambassadors at 
Washington in their efforts toward 
peace negotiations. Commenting on 
this tonight, a Buropean diplomat 
said: 

“While M. Delcasse was at the head 
of the French Foreign Office ‘his in- 
timacy with Lord Lansdowne gave to 
London and Paris a splendid oppor- 
tunity for concerted action that wou!d 
induce Russia and Japan to talk of 
peace. The retirement of M. Delcasse 
must necessarily have an effect upon 
the Angjo-French entente, as well as 
the Franco-Russian alliance. Noi only 
was M. Deicasee largely responsible for 
tae former, but he was generally recog- 
nized as the best friend Russia pos- 
sessed in France. The radical party, 
which is now in power, is not as 
frinedly to Russia as was Delicasse. 

MORAL SUASION NOW. 

“Without Delcasse’s assistance Lord 
Lansdowne can hardly hope to accom- 
plish much toward peace. This latest 
development only increases the oppor- 
tunity of the President, with the as- 
sistance already assured him from Ber- 
lin, to lead the neutral powers in as- 
sisting peace negotiations by concerted 
mora! suasion rather than by any act 
savoring of intervention or mediation.” 

Sir Mortimer Durand, the British 
Ambassador, was early at the White 
House today, where he left a card for 
the President. The Ambassador will 
have a long talk with the President 
in the next day or two.

GREAT NAVAL FIGHT CARRIED ON 
WITHOUT SIGNALS. 

Up te the Time of Battle Fortuno 

Favored Rojestvensky but No One 

on His Ships Cherished Any IHliu- 

sions Even Then—Japanese Guns 

Were of Great Range. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED P.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jure 6.—Reports 
have béen received at army headquar- 
ters from Viedivostok indicating that 
the naval defeat was due largely to 
lack of leadership after Rojestvensky 
was wounded, the engagement being 
carried on practically without signals 
after the Great hour and no attempt be- 
ing made to adapt the movements of 
the fleet to meet the maneuvers of the 
Japanese. 

Nobody on board any vessel in the 
fleet was in the secret as to Rojest- 
vensky’s plans, the commander-in- 
chief's only confident being Rear-Ad- 
miral Voelkersam, who died early in 


the fight. 

Up to the time of the battie, . these 

reports say, fortune favored the Rus- 
sians, there being aimost no sick in 
the hospitals and all the ships being in 
good condition. 

No one in the fleet cherished any a 
sions. At the most, it was hoped tha 
enough vessels would reach Visdives- 
tok to threaten Japan's absolute con- 
trol of the sea and to make the Jap- 
anese pay as dearly as possible for 
every ship lost. The ho of the Rus- 
sians went no further than this. 

The Russian ships had enough coal 
to reach Viadivostok, but there was an 
inadequate supply of shells and ammu- 
nition for a prolonged battle, whereas 
the Japanese, operating near their 
base, were not under the necessity of 
stowing away ehormous quantities of 
coal and could carry a doubie quantity 
of shells or replenish their ammunition 
from auxiliary vessels. 

The Ruesian officers assert that the 
ships surviving the first day's battle 

must have been practically out of am- 
munition. 

The Japanese guns, the reports say, 
were of greater range than those of 
the Russians, their heavy shells flying 
over the battleship division and strik- 
ing the transports and the unarmored 
cruisers beyond.

REID AND ALFONSO. 


American Ambassador Has Long Talk 
With Spanish King During the 
Reception. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PPFSS-A.™M.) 

LONDON, June 6.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The King of Spain opened a long 
programme of engagements today with 
the reception of the Diplomatic Corps 
at Buckingham Palace. All the Ambas- 
sadors and Ministers now in London, 
with the staffs of the embassies and 
the legations, attended, including Am- 
bassador Reid and the other members 
of the American embassy. 

Mr. Reid had quite a long talk with 
King Alfonso, who referred to some 
of the Ambassador's past services. At 
the request of the Spanish King, Mr. 
Reid presented Secretary Carter and 
the other members of the emba to 
His Majesty. 

Subsequently, King Alfonso, escorted 
by a detachment of Life Guards, pro- 
ceeded to attend the celebration of 
mass at the Roman Catholic Cathedral 
at Westminster. There was some ex- 
citement on the way there, caused by 
members of the escort being thrown 
owing to their horses slipping on the 
wet asphalt. 

King Edward toasted King Alfonso. 
He expressed on behalf of the Queen 
and himself pleasure at the long- 
wished-for visit, “which,” he said, “is 
most gratifying to the whole of the 
British nation, whose wishes vie in 
friendly rivairy with the great coun- 
try you so visited tn welcom- 
ing Your Majesty with the acclama- 
tion, which is your due.” 

After a felicitous reference to Queen 
Christina, King Edward  conciuded: 
“Spain and England often have been 
allies. they always remain 
and above all march together for the 
benefit of peace, progress and civiliza- 
tien. I drink the health. of Your 
Majesty and the prosperity of the 
Spanish nation.” 
Speaking in French, King Alfonso 
replied: “I am profoundly moved. I 
thank you from the bottom of my heart 
for myself and my august mother for 
your amiable words of welcome in 
this noble country, united with mine 
by strong ties of common interest and 
aceable pious memories. It waa 
mr my lamented father learned the 
ties of a constitutional! Vereign, 
having always before him the august

NEW YORK, June 6—Richard 
Cheatham of Atlanta, secretary of the 
Seuthern Cotton Growers’ Association, 
who is in this city, has declared his 
intention of calling the President's at- 
tention to what he considers gross ir- 
regularities in both the preparation 
and the publication of the government 
cotton report, issued last Friday. 
Cheatham will make no charges of 
bribery or any other crime, but his in- 
tention is to ask for a rigid investiga- 
tion, and that the resignation of one 
of the important employés in the 8ta- 
tistical Bureau of the Department of 
Agriculture be demanded. It is un- 
derstood that he charges someone in 
the department with having manipu- 
lated the figures and given them in ad- 
vance of publication to brokers for use 
in depressing the cotton market. 

The Southern Cotton Growers’ Asso- 
ciation is an organization of planters 
and southern brokers whose object it is 
to regulate, so far as possible, the 
acreage of cotton and to protect the 
planters and other southern cotton in- 
terests from manipulation of the mar- 
ket tending to depress the price of the 
staple. Officers of the association de- 
clare they have as many experts as 
the Department of Agriculture, and 
make every effort to secure the most 
trustworthy information regarding the 
condition of the crop. For several 
months, the statistics gathered by the 
association have been at variance with 
those emanating from Washington, 
and the officers of the association, to- 
gether with brokers and cotton mer- 
chants in this city, have conducted a 
secret investigation, in the hope of as- 
certaining the reasons for the <dis- 
crepancy. 

A prominent broker, it is now assert- 
ed, has gathered the most important 
of the documentary evidence in 
the case. From employs of the 
Department of Agriculture, he says, 
some of whom are in the habit of 
making frequent visits to this city, he 
learned that advance information in 
regard to the reports could be secured. 
He followed up this line by inquiring 
whether or not the report could be 
changed, and alleges he was success- 
ful in this endeavor also, receiving let- 
ters from at least one employé of the 
department, and learning that at least 
one of the prominent firm's cotton 
brokers in this city had such an unh- 
derstanding with at least one of them.

bie.|] Deleassé today presented his 


resigtation and definitely retired | 


from any further direction of the for- 
eign affairs of France. His resigna- 
tion was submitted at a meeting of 
the council of ministers heid at Elysée 
Palace under ident Loubet. The 
council opened at 4:10 p.m. and lasted 
nearly two hours. The meeting aroused 
deep interest owing to the belief that 
the Morocean situation would result 
in a ministerial crisis. 

Delcassé, in submitting his resigna- 
tién, explained the reasons leading up 
to his action. He said he revegnized 
that differences of view had arisen be- 
tween himself aud his ‘olleagues rela- 
tive to the fallure of the foreign pol- 
of France, particularly concerning 
the direction of negotiations with Mo- 
mcco. Therefore, he had believed i: 
Gesirable, in the interest of the min- 
istry and of the country, to place his 
7 a ation in the hands of the Presi- 

mt. 

Premier Rouvier, in reaponding, ex- 
pressed the regrets of his colleagues, 
wading a tribute to Deleassé for past 
rvices. Rouvier thereupon announced 
that°he would take upon himself, ad 
interim, the duties of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. Later, it was an- 
‘Reounced that Rouvier would hold the 
pertfolio of foreign affairs indefinite- 
ly. probably yielding the Ministry of 
Finance—which he directs, in addition 
to being Premier—in order to devote 
his entire attention to the solution of 
the trouble in the foreign situation. 

The final meeting between Deicassé 
end his colleagues developed unusual! 
Interest, as he found that their senti- 
ment united against the policy he had 
pursued. After explaining his views 
on the Moroccan and other questions, 
the ministers presented their views, 
thus showing complete disaccord. 
cCaseé himself said the divergences for- 
meriy existing had reached «a stage 
where he found all his colleagues op- 
posted to him. Therefore, he added, it 
— for him to surrender his port- 

to. 

Deicassé's retirement from the coun- 
ell chamoer brought out numerous evi- 
Gences of personal esteem which, how- 
ever, did not remove the somewhat 
paintu. feeling caused by his resigna- 
tion, following a divergence of views. 

Premier Rouvier will take up the af- 
fairs of the Foreign Office tonight. If 
he decides eventually to select a suc- 
cessor it will probably be one of the 
ambassadors. Jules Cambon, formerly 
at Washington, and Barrere, now at 
Rome, being the most prominent under 
consideration. 

Diplomats attach much importance to 
Rouvier’s assumption of the duties of 
the Foreign Office, as they regard him 
as being a statesman of unusual force 
and they foresee marked results in the 
various pending international ques- 
tions. 

The change in the Cabinet is expect- 


ed to ameliorate the Moroccan situa-. 


tion—first, because Germany, being 
satisfied with the fall of the Minister 
who ignored her during the early 
ttages of the Moroccan negotiations, 
wii now be disposed to treat in a more 
‘riendly spirit with his successor, and 
tise because the new policy of Francé 
will probably seek to secure Germany's 
woperation rather than prolong the re- 
tistance to Germany's claims. 

The resignation of Delcagssé is due 
principally to the failure of the French 
policy in Morecco, the Sulton having 
practically rejected France's plans for 
the reform of the administration of 
Morecco by proposing that the whole 
subject be submitted to a conference of 
the powers siknatory to the treaty of 
Madrid. -Delicassé tendered his resigna-

The same question Was addressed to 
the Duchess, with the additional ques- 
tlon of “and obey,” to which she, also 
answered: “Yes.” These were the 
only responses. 

The rings were then exchanged, and 
the bride and groom knelt while Dr. 
Dryander read the liturgical prayer, 
closing the ceremony, which had taken 
precisely twenty minutes. 

Dr. Dryander shook hands with the 
Crown Prince and kissed the hand of 
the Crown Princess. He then presented 
the bridal couple with a Bible orna- 
mentally bound. 
The Emperor kissed the bride on both 
icheeks, and then kissed his son, the 
Empress doing likewise. 

The bridal party slowly moved out, 
followed by the princes and the prin- 
cesses, but all others waited in the 
chapel, which had become very hot, ow- 
ing to 300 candies that had been burn- 
ing for half an hour until the reception 
began in the White Hall, adjoining the 


chapel. 

BRILLIANT PICTU RE. 
Besides those present at the wedding 
service, hundreds of others had been in- 
vited to the reception, each person 
bowing to the Crown Prince and the 
Crown Princess, on either side of whom 
stood other royal personages. The 
dresses, jewels and uniforms eontrib- 
uted to a most brilliant picture. 
After supper had been served, a 
torchlighit dance, a unique practice at 
weddings in the house of Hohenzollern 
for centuries, was performed in a mod- 
ified form by twelve pages bearing 
thick candles about two and a hait 
feet tall. 
The Crown Printe took the hand of 
the Crown Princess and walked siowly 
behind the pages, keeping step to the 
music, around a quadrangle formed by 
men and women standing ten feet deep 
along the sides-of the drawinag-roorg.,. 
which is 105 by 50 feet, all bowing as 
the bridal couple passed. The Emperor 
then led the Crown Princess and the 
Crown Prince led his mothér around 
the same walk. Next the Crown 
Princess, walking around the hall, took 
leave of the other princes, and the 
Crown Prince, each of the other 
princesses likewise, occasionally sevy- 
eral at a time, so that precedence 
might not be disregarded. Once Grand 
Duke Michael of Russia, Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand of Austria, Crown 
Prince Gustav of Sweden and the Duke 
of Oporto were walking with the 
Crown Princess at the same time, two 
on either side. This function came to 
‘a close after 9 o'clock, the wedding 
party having lasted more than four 
hours. 

After the conclusion of the dance, the 
Crown Prince and the Crown Princess 
in an open carriage, drove to the Stet- 
tin Station, where a special train was 
awaiting them.

ORDERS MISREAD. 

CAUSE OF THE WRECK. 
The failure of Engineer W. D. Gil- 
lott of the overland to read his or- 
ders correctly was the @irect cause of 
the wreck. The orders were for the 
overiand to meét No. 6, the newspaper 
train, at Streeter avenue, and take sid- 
ing to allow No.~%, which had been 
given superior rights, to pass. 
Engineer Gillott says he understood 
his orders to make Stalder, eight miles 
farther west, the meeting point. 
The train, which was a heavy one of 
ten coaches, two of the Pullmans filled 
with Knights of Columbus, had iost 
time during the night, and Gillott sit- 
ting up at the boller head of No. 414, 
one of the Salt Lake's finest Pacific 
type of flyers, was making it up. 
Leaving Riverside a few minutes late, 
the train was making a good sixty 
miles an hour at the end of the sec- 
ond mile. Then Gillott whistled for 
Streeter, one long, loud blast, and the 
next moment sounded the crossing 
whistle as the station and &witches of 
Streeter leaped by with a shriek and 
a clang, which brought Conductor 
House to his feet and to the door of 
the smoker. 
A dramatic moment followed. Spring- 
ing out .into the vestibule Conductor 
House stared back a momént to assure 
his senses that the station just passed 
Was really Streeter. The.train was 
going faster every second, swinging 
down grade through Pachappa cut as 
fast as the big drivers of No. 414 could 
roli them. Realizing the fatal mistake 
of the engineer, Conductor House 
sprang for the air cord, but just at 
that moment he felt the air siap on 
with a shock that shot him the length 
of the cbach and skidded al! of the 
wheels of the train, screaming and 
grinding down the ratis, and the next 
moment came the shock of the terrible 
impact. 
ENGINEER I8 BLAMED. 


The report of the acci@ent turned in- 
to the office of General Manager Wells 
fixed the entire biame on Engineer Gil- 
lott, and he was immediately ordered 
laid- off indefinitely. 

That the day coach of No. 6 and the 
smoker and chair cars of the overland 
were not injured is ascribed by the 
management to the fact that all of 
these cars are equipped with the Pull- 
man anti-telescoping device, which 
renders them as safe in an accident 
as a Pullman sleeper. 

Both engines are oll burners, and 
of the largest and speediest motive 
equipment on the road. Both were 
magnificent machines, and while the 
shock of the collision was terrific, and 
the damage they suffered considerable, 
they were not so Dadly wrecked but 
‘what they can be pulled into the shops 
on their own wheels. 

T. E..Carey, the dead brakeman of 
the overland, resided with his wife and 
son at No, 719 South Spring street. 
Mra, Carey, on recept of the news of 
her husband's death, prepared to leave 
today for Riverside.

NOW TURNED. 


FAILS AT LAST TO CONTROL THE 
EASTERN CONSOLIDATED. 


Spent Money Like Water and 
_ Elected His Directors in Maine, but 
Their Underpinning is Knocked 
Away in California by a Local 
Court Decision. 


L. E. Pike “& Co.” of unsavory 
memory in connection with lurid man- 
ipulation of oil stocks, and brazen 
page advertisements in eastern papers 
anent the holdings of oi! bearing lands 
by the Eastern Consolidated O!! Com- 
pany in Southern California, in all 
probability received his quietus yeste- 
day so far as the Eastern Consoli- 
dated is concerned. 

Pike is himself the “company” also 
—he is the whole thing-and for about 
four months — he has been waging 
a fight for the control of proxies to 
be used at the anntal meeting of the 
Eastern Consolidated Company 
held at Portland, Me., on April 5. The 
contest was between Pike and George 
W. Bennett, each of course having 
friends behind them. Before the an- 
nual meeting was held Pike sued out 
bills in equity, injunctions and other 
processes of the Maine and Massachu- 
setta courts galore in the attemt to 
handicap his adversaries, and the other 
side enjoined him from voting 550,000 
shares of stock at the meeting because 
they had been fllegally issu It was 
claimed that Pike's purpose in at- 
tempting to gain control of the com- 
panvy was to protect himself from be- 
ing compelled to pay the company 
$100,000 which stood against him on 
the books. 

Rut after all this preliminary skir- 
mishing, Pike succeeded in getting the 
most proxies and the full number 
were cast for five directors—the choice 
of Pike. Bennett and his following 
cast their votes for three directors, 
and Pike for the time dian't see what 
his o nents were up to in only vot- 


—C. J. Noyes, L. A. Corbin, E. Kerns, 
G. A. Lyman and Teodore Clark, the 
last named beng a resident of this 
city. Opposition directors—George W. 
Bennett, Thomas O. Turner, both of 
Los Angeles; and William H. Jarvis 
of Chicago. 

The property of the Eastern Con- 
solidated Oj! Company is here, the 
business has been conducted here— 
gave the wire-pulling done by Pike 
from his office in New York—and the 
Bennett faction, which has been in 
control during the past year refused to 
yield possession of the property or 
business to the Pike following. Then 
Pike's cohorts became wrathy. They 
were not going to make a strenuous 
fight to gain control in the annual 
meeting and then be made to lose all 
they had fought for without further 
struggle. They applied to the local 
court for a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel those in possession to surrender, 
and by injunction sought to restrain 
them from acting as officers of the 
company. 

Bennett and his friends took the 
stand that Pike's election of a board 
of directors was a miserable fizzle 
and that their trio were the onl, Si- 
mon-pure directors of the Eastern 
Consolidated. The matter came up 
before Judge Conrey and the argu- 
ments lasted for two days last week, 
Attorney T. ©. Thernton and aasoci- 
ates appearing for the Pike faction, 
and Attorney John Murray Marshall 
representing the dissenting fact.on. 

Marshall contended that while the 
byiaws of the company provided for 
the election of five directors its charter 
provided for but three, and under no 
cénditions could the bylaws override 
the charter. Incidentally, it was urged 
that a bill of equity wo not lie or 
a writ of mandamus issue because the 
title to the offices would have to be 
established in law before any attack 
could be made upon the incumbents. 

The case was heard upon Marshall's 
demurrer and yesterday Judge Conrey 
handed down a four-page decision in 
which he gives the victory to the Ben- 
nett forces. The court, in sustaining 
the demurrer, practically decides that 
the proceeding taken was wrong and 
that the Pike end ought to have raised 
the issue in a quo warranto proceed- 
ing. The effect of the decision is to 
maintain in control the officers who 
have been bringing the Eastern Con- 
solidated Company out of the slough 
in which Pike and his following had

UTO OWNERS 
A MUST BEHAVE. 


SHOULD BE SATISFIED WITH NEW 
GARAGE CHARGES. 


Cost of a Hestler is Greater Than 

Those on New Price Card—One Lo- 
-cal Lawyer-owner Said to be Wait- 

ing for a Chance to Test the State 
Numbering Act. 


Some of the auto owners are mak- 
ing a roar over the raise in rates’ by 
the garage men for taking care of the 
machines, but it seems that at present 
it is a case of Collis P. Huntington and 
what-are-you-going-to-do-about-it, Of 
course it isn’t a very nice thing to 
have your “hoas" hire raised from 10 
to 30 per cent. but those who can af- 
ford to own automobiles should not 
expect to get off with a small price 
for the care of them. It not only takes 
time to clean a big mud-covered auto- 
mobile, but it needs an experienced 
man. A garage must have a force of 
men who can repair autos and demon- 
strate their powers and capabilities, 
and these cannot be hired for $2 a day. 
Then the rent of a location for a garage 
eats up good money very rapidly. and 
the many ineidental expenses connected 
with the establishment require money. 

The owner of a machine who keeps it 
in a garage should consider himeeif 
lucky that he doesn't have to pay more 
than the new rates fixed by the garage 
men, and if he thinks he is being 
skinned let him try to keep it in his 
own barn for a month, if he has a barn. 
If he drives his own machine he must 
have & man at $30 or more a month to 
keep it clean and supplied with gaso- 
line, and if his man is capable of fix- 
ing all small breakages he will cost 
more than that sum, without the addi- 
tion of the cost of the material. 


There is one big, handsome machine 
running around Los Angeles that is 
said to be minus a State number, and 
the owner has not been arrested yet for 
any violation of that foolish law declar- 
ns that an auto owner must pay a 

tate leense that a garbage-wagon 
driver wouldn't think of paying. A 
prominent local dealer said yesterday 
@at the owner was “laying” for the 
officers to arrest him so he could test 
the State numbering act. There is not 
a doubt among the deaiers in this city 
that the law will be knocked out by the 
Supreme Court as class legisiation as 
soon as it reaches that body. Still, the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court 
of Michigan holds that the numbering 
of vehicies in a city comes under the 
head of policé regulation, and doubt- 
leas the same contention would be 
maintained by this State. 


According to reports the new road be- 
tween Las Vegas and Bullfrog will be 
completed in a few weeks and ready 
for the automobile freight wagons. 
There will be eight of these wagons 
supplied by the Western Motor Car 
Company of this city, four being Knox 
and four Thomas wagons.

NSURANCE STATISTICS. 

Some interesting statistics are 
obtained from advance sheets of the 
Insurance Press. The amount of life 
insurance claims paid in the United 
States during the year 1904 was $277,- 
737,850, of which the residents of Cal- 
ifornia received $5,848,741, and those 
of Los Angeles $545,301. Other cities 
in California whose claims exceeded 
$200,000 were San Francisco, $2,333.- 
756; Oakland, $310,332; and Sacra- 
mento, $226,963. Pasadena approxi- 
mates the mark with $178,028, and San 
Diego brought in claims for $79,867. 

The insurance policies in force in 
the United States amount to billions 
of dollars. To meet these tremendous 
obligations the insurance companies 
have accumulated vast funds which, 
in order to make them productive, 
have been invested in real estate, 
(fine office buildings in the larger 
cities,) in government, state and mu- 
nicipal bonds, and in railroad and in- 
dustrial securities. It is a singular 
fact that the funds of three gigantic 
companies of New York have in- 
creased so rapidly that the managers 
have been compelled to look beyond 
the usual line of so-called gilit-edge 
securities, and using their best judg- 
ment, to invest in the bonds of some 
of the great railway and other cor- 
porations having a sound financial 
basis. 

It is the struggle of certain repre- 
sentatives of these great cc porations 
to secure a share of this large surplus 
fund which has precipitated a scandal 
connected with one of the gigantic 
insurance companies of New York. 
Their highest officials having entered 
a personal contest for the presidency, 
submitted their respective claims to a 
special committee for arbitration. 
This committee, headed by H. C. 
Frick, did some thorough probing and 
disclosed the astounding fact that the 
company's surplus, instead of being 
$80,000,000 as published, was only 
about $10,00,000. 

It is true that the latter sum is no 
insignificant figure, and it would have 
been deemed enormous twenty years 
ago, but the disclosure, while not 
touching the solvency of the institu- 
tion, has proved very damaging to the 
Officials and will doubtless result in a 
reorganization of the company with 
some strong and reputable financier 
at its head. 

Incidentally it may be mentioned 
that the residents of Los Angeles have 
no small interest in the outcome of 
this or any other searching investiga- 
tion, for the aggregate amount of life 
insurance policies in force in this 
city is the very respectable sum of

The programme is to include addresses 
and discussions upon the “scientific, 
ethic and economic phases of the sub- 
ject, and its relation to industrial prog- 
ress and development.” This is a 
rather broad field to traverse, and 
there might be some danger that the 
proceedings would become somewhat 
abstruse and prosy, were it not for the 
fact that engineers and expert road- 
builders of national reputation will ex- 
emplify modern methods of construct- 
ing Macadam, brick, earth, gravel, and 
Other kinds of roads. Among the 
numerous subjects to be considered 
will be “legislation pertaining to na- 
tional and State coéperation and super- 
vision; financial ways and means; the 
use of convicts, and other details of 
the subject,” all of which, it is prom- 
ised, will receive careful considera- 
tion. 

Among other features, a road will 
be constructed on the exposition 
grounds, to serve as a special exhibit, 
and as an object-lesson. This will 
show in detail “the process of road- 
building, from the foundation grade to 
the finished road.” It will also, if 


advance promises be fulfilled, “demon- | 


strate the application and use of the 
various kinds of road material and the 
operation of the latest improved road- 
making machinery.” 

Governors of States and Territories, 
county road officials, mayors of cities, 
and presidents of all commercial, in- 
dustrial. agricultural, transportation, 
development, civic improvement, edu- 
cational and religious organizations 
are requested “to appoint at least five 
delegates to represent their respective 
organizations in the convention,” and 
all such officials, with members of 
Congress and State Legislators, cre 
made ex-officio members of the con- 
venticn. As this is the first national 
convention tor good roads to assemble 
on the Pacific Coast, a large attend- 
ance and untiseual interest are con- 
fidently predicted. 


QUESTION OF LEGAL RIGHTS. 

It is quite in the nature of things 
that Mayor Dunne of Chicago should be 
stung by the criticisms that have been 
heaped upon him because of his action 
(or non-action) during the pending 
strike in that city of strikes. The 
grand jury, in its report, criticised 
the Mayor with some acerbity for per- 
mitting the constant violation of law 
in the streets of Chicago. These 
criticisms have impelled Mr. Dunne 
to make “formal statement,” ‘in 
which he declares that the grand 
jury’s report was grossly unfair and 
unjust. 

Denying the charge that he failed 
to exert ful! authority, the Mayor 
says: 

“During the whole of the strike |! 
have decided and acted upon all ques- 
tions a:ising during the controversy 
as thougi I still were sitting on the 
ben-+h, giving to each side what were 
its legal rights—no more and no less.” 

Mr. Dunne’s pesition as Mayor of 
Chicazto is ao’—though he seems so 

regard it—a judicial position. In 
deciding all questions solely from a 
judicial point of view, he did not per- 
form his entire duty as Mayor. The 
latter office is executive, not judicial. 
It is his sworn and serious duty to 
enforce the law, not merely to act as 
an arbitrator ef controversies. In 
fect, his acting in that capacity was 
gratuitous, unnecessary, and positive- 
iy harmful, since in so doing he ne- 
glected his official duty to perform 
extra-official acts, not required by his 
of office. 

Does Mr. Dunne expect men of com- 
mon sense to believe that he was 
“giving to each side what were its 
legal rights.” when he permitted riot- 
ing, “slugging,” and even murder to 
go on upon the streets of Chicago, day 
after day, practically unchecked for 
weeks? Does he insist that the men 
who did the rioting, the ‘“siuggiag” 
and the murdering, were within their 
legal rights? Can he make it appear 
that the men who were maimed and 
murdered by union thugs, practically 
without protection, were given their 
legal rights’ In putting forth such 
pleas, Mayor Dunne makes himeelf 
the laughing stock of Chicago and of 
the nation.

The Presi- 
dent seized the middle, not directly un- 
der the thumb, as is the rule. but low 
enough down to keep the person intro- 
duced from seizing his hand. He gave 
it a shake, then as quickly released it. 

“Handshaking is a fine art, and the 
President has got it down.” concluded 
the secret-service man. “When he fin- 
ishes, his hand doesn't ache half as 
much as any of the five hundred people 
he has greeted.”-—-{Brooklyn Eagle.

MILLER MAULED. 


WM. STARBUCK ATTACKS ROOM- 
MATE AND HAIR FLIES. 
Stirring Set-to in Byrne Block Of- 
fice of Sanitarium Company Proves 
Unhealthy for Manager Who is 
Brutally Beaten by Burly Secre- 

tary, and Choked 


FIGHT, 


Sporting Note—At the conclusion of 
the bloodiest finish fight ever seen in 
a Los Angeles office, Willlam Starbuck, 
heavyweight, 225 pounls, was awarded 
the decision yesterday morning over H. 
E. Miller, featherweight, 130 pounds. 
Miller was hopelessly outclassed physi- 
cally and scientifically from the first, 
lasting but one round. 

The men entered the ring, room 426 
Byrne bullding,. at 9:30 a.m. and waived 
the customary ceremony of shaking 
hands. Miller stood out for soft 
bandages, but also waived the point— 
unti) after the mill. 

They engaged at 9:45. Starbuck 
rushed fiercely and Miller was forced 
to break ground. Starbuck swung right 
to jaw and dropped Miller for the 
count. Whereupon the referee, Miss 
Thumpkeys, precipitately fled, together 
with the audience of two, Miller rose, 
groggy but reasonably game, and 
sought to pacify his assailant. Star- 
buck again rushed and landed heavily, 
knocking down his slight opponent. 
Miller rose and tried to retreat, but 
was cornered and dropped again, Star- 
buck then used London prize ring tac- 
tics and tried to throttle Miller, who 
was completely out and unable to de- 


fend himeelf. 

“The first we knew of it was when 
our office door was opened and the 
battered body of Mr. Miller was dragged 
in by Starbuck, with a gruff order to 
‘patch him up,” said Dr. Lawrence Se- 
vier yesterday. Dr. Sevier is a dentist 
at 614 Byrne building and has an of- 
fice with Dr. J. W. Trueworthy, who 
obeyed orders, and “patched up” a 
badly contused scalp, a well-choked 
throat and other injuries too numerous 
to mention. 

Starbuck and Miller, the two combat- 
ants, are, respectively, secretary and 
manager of a sanitarium concern. 
From the nature of the name one might 
suppose that the game would be a 
healthy business, but Mr. Miller iast 
night had his doubis. 

“The assault on me by Starbuck was 
totally and completely unprovoked. We 
had some disagreement over the con- 
duct of the company's business; I as 
manager was percfectiy within my au- 
thority and simply tried to “hold down” 
Starbuck from making some - foolish 
moves that he contemplated. I #uc- 
ceeded for some time, but yesterday he 
‘flew into a towering rage at me with- 
out any provocation, and beat me in a 
most brutal fashion. [ am no match 
for him physically; he welghs 225 
pounds and is six feet two or three 
inches tall, as well as very powerful. 
1 tried to get out and away from him, 
but he knocked me down every time 
I got near the door and finally choked 
me into insensibility. | was afraid he 
would kill me. I did not fight back: 
didn't strike a single biow. Alli I did 
Was to try to get away from him. 
Finally I think he realized what he was 
doing, and stopped. I believe he must 
have been crazy. He ieft a card on 
his desk saying he would return at 


12:30, but he did not, and I haven't 
seen him since—and don’t want to.”

Reproduced in Decorations of Entrance 
to a New Broadway
